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PLUNGER IS NOT WANTED 

NICHOLAS DANDOLOS IS DENIED PRIVILEGES 
OF THE COURSE AT HAMILTON. 



Stewards Take Action Alter Operations of Man 
Known as “Nick the Greek" Arouse Unfavorable 
Comment — Well-Backed Horses Win Races. 



Hamilton Out.. July 31.— That tin 1 Hamilton 
Jockey Cluli is determined to do its part iu keeping 
the sport on the Canadian eirenit clean was again 
demonstrated today liy a ruling which deuies the 
privilege of the course to Nicholas Dandolos. other- 
wise known ns "Nick the Greek.” Dandolos is a 
lug operator and his transactions on the Canadian 
circuit this season have attracted much attention 
and notoriety. A few days Hgo Dandolos determined 
to make imok and. employing a crew, he cut iu on 
llic opening day of the llamiltoii meeting. In the 
race won liy Cliff Edge yesterday, for which Plate 
Glass was a receding favorite, the Greek bookmaker 
laid the Davies racer heavily. His sheets, to be 
exact, showed that he had carried the horse up to 
$1,897. Knapp, who had the mount on Plate Glass, 
met with interference shortly after the start and 
lost the race by pulling his mount up. There was 
some complaint over the hoy's ride. Dandolos' 
sheets were taken up and it seemed as if he had 
made Plate Glass a target for hi- operations during 
the afternoon. It is said that Knapp, iu place of 
striking his own horse with his whin at the tiuish. 
hit llouerail instead. At all events the investigation 
of the race resulted iu the following ruling: 

' Relieving that the plnuger is a detriment to your 
racing, we have denied all privileges, including 
admission to the course, to Nicholas Dandoloa. This 
ruling to take effect immediately. ” 

No accusation was made agitinst Dandolos. but the 
ottieials deemed it just as well that he coniine his 
operations to some other place where his hig trans- 
actions would not arouse the unfavorable comment 
they have here. 

As to the racing, it was marked liy the success 
of several heavily backed horses, two of whi h 
came from the stable of the Texas turfman. G. XV. 
Scott, who furnished the winueis of the tilth and 
sixth races in Dr. it. I.. Swarenger and Jatiiel. 
The former was hacked from 15 to 1 to 5 to I. 
•gr-iail tile latter from Id to 1 to tl to 1. Dr. K. I.. 
W Swarenger came from behind in the stretch and 
won by a length, while Jatiiel had a six lengths 
margin at the tiuish. The finishes iu three of the 
races were extremely close. Nimbus won' bis first 
purse in several mouths when lie bent Chilton King 
a head in tlie third race. Alador and Patou won 
their races by noses. Alador was the first wiuner 
that trainer George Ham has saddled this season 
and tile rolt's victory was a profitable one. as lie 
was backed from Id to 1 to 4 to 1.

"Chinatown Charlie." a well-known follower of 
the races. i< bewailing the loss of $1,400 which lie 
deposited with a clerk of the Brant House at Bur- 
lington Beach last night for safekeeping. The safe 
was locked at the time tlie money was given to the 
hotel clerk, whose inline is Fred Clisli. and the 
laller put the money iu his pocket. He claimed that 
while going the rounds of the house at three o’clock 
tiiis morning he was attacked by robbers and struck 
with a blackjack and the money taken from him. 
A number of bookmakers and followers who were 
guests of the Brant House are much wrought up 
over the affair. 

CANADIANS INTERESTED IN THE FUTURITY. 

Toronto. Out., July 51. The Futurity, to he run 
at Saratoga on August 30. is an event to which 
Canadians interested in racing are looking forwad 
with particular anticipation. For the first time in 
many years, a Canadian-owned two year-old figures 
prominently among the eligible, for this richest of 
all American stakes. This is the fust filly Southern 
Xlaid. the property of Robert Davies of this city. 
Southern Maid has 1, eaten almost everything of bet 
own age that she lias met and is generally conceded 
to have an excellent chance of winning the Futurity. 
Her recent victory at Hamilton, in which, with 
118 |Hiunds up. site ran three-quarters in 1:11%, 
made many new admirers for her among the follow 
era of racing on the Canadian circuit. That she will 
be loyally and staunchly backed by the Canadians 
when she tills her Futurity engagement goes without 
saying. 

|l is many years since a Canadian stable lias 
been represented in tin* Futurity, and once only 
were the honors captured by a Canadian horse, that 
being iu 1898. when Martiiuas. owned by the late 
XX’llliam Hendrle. of Hamilton, and trained liv 
Eddie XVhytc. won the event. Notwithstanding that 
the eliiiiiees of Martimas apiieared remote, and 2 <mi 
to 1 was laid against his chances, he received tlie 
sentimental support of practically every person from 
the “Land of the Maple” in attendance. 

KOHLER HORSES TO BE SOLD IN FRANCE. 

It appears that of the Kohler horses now in 
France only llie stallions Unele and Kitz Herbert 
are to he returned to this country for sale. At any 
rate. "Vigilant” said iu London Sportsniau of July 
’I. I learn that the statement that the late Mr. 
~c Kohler's French racing and lireediug stud- would 

shipped to the United States for sale there is iu 
•s.rreet They are to be sold iu France, and the 
sale i* to take [dace as soon as the catalogue can be 
completed and the other necessary arrangements 
made. Possibly it may be held at Deauville in the 
race week. Among Ibe most notable of the horses 
to come up for sale are the four stallions Uncle, 
Fit* Herbert. Zens and Novelty. Uncle will un- 
doubtedly attract iinielt attention, for lie is decidedly 
i he liest of Die many good horses sired by Slur 
Sin... i in America, and is a grandson of iltc famous 
'laggle It. B. (dam of Iroquois). Tlie first of 
Uncle’s get to run are now two-year-olds and 
several of them have won higli-elass races in the 
Stales.
